Are students 
gaining In 
library skills?

Although no further media- 
department cuts are planned, the 
administration doesn’t plan to 
rehire any of the lost positions 
next year. 

“A lot of parents are con- 
cerned the schools don’t have 
enough librarians. They're con- 
cerned their kids aren’t being 
taught the skills they need,” said 
Ann Muller, of 18 Candlewood 
Drive.

Memorial Hall Library’s bud- 
get was a great deal smaller 
when she became director five 
decades ago. Her total budget 
was $11,000, including $3,000 for 
personnel, Today the library 
budget is almost $1,000,000. 

She allowed that the one thing 
she did not miss when she 
retired was deciding when to 
close the library because of 
snowstorms. 

In 1967, with Miss Putnam in 
charge, Andover joined the East- 
ern Massachusetts Regional 
Library System. This system 
greatly expanded the region to 36 
communities for Andover bor- 
rowers. Residents and town offi- 
cials discussed this plan for 
more than 10 years. She saw its 
potential. 

“This was a great plus for the 
library. Resources could be 
shared. It made great sense to 
me,” she said.

Nowadays, Miss Putnam con- 
tinues her commitment to excel- 
lence and service.

the 14 homes to Tewksbury sewer lines and 
Andover water lines. Under the proposal, 
Andover would provide water for all 14 lots 
and Tewksbury would provide sewer ser- 
vices. Each town would be paid by the home- 
owners for the services. Andover would also 
snow plow the entire street. 

According to the proposal, Andover could 
not be held liable for water-line problems 
and Tewksbury could not be held liable for 
sewer-line problems. 

Steve Colyer, Andover’s planning direc- 
tor, said the Planning Board supports Arti- 
cle 45. Everett Penney, the town’s health 
director, also supports it. 

“Tt should be approved. We'd rather see it 
on a public sewer system than a septic sys- 
tem. It would reduce the chance of water 
contamination,” Mr. Penney said. 

Selectmen voted against Article 45 Mon- 
day night. They believe there are too many 
uncontrolled factors, such as what would 
happen to the Andover residents if sewer 
service were stopped for any reason or 
Tewksbury decided not to renew the con- 
tract. 

Under state law the agreement can last no 
longer than 25 years and it may contain pro- 
visions for earlier termination. If it did last 
for the extended period, both towns would 
have to renew the contract. Tewksbury 
Town Meeting would have to approve the 
proposal before a contract can be signed. 

Bob McQuade, director of public works, is 
against it, too, Should Tewksbury have sew- 
er problems, or decide not to renew the 
agreement, he said, the Andover residents 
would have little recourse.

ful in the past, is that Article 58 
calls for the town to pay the 
entire cost. The $390,000 to lay 
the water pipes would have to 
come from available town funds, 
be borrowed, or raised through 
taxes, 

In the past, property owners 
along the pipe route would be 
charged betterments each year 
depending on the length of their 
property, said Bob McQuade, 
director of public works. Two 
years ago, an article for water for 
the same area was defeated at 
Town Meeting when some resi- 
dents said they couldn’t afford to 
pay the betterments. 


According to Mr. McQuade, 
approximately 98 percent of 
Andover homes have town 
water. Parts of Jenkins Road, 
Salem Street and neighboring 
roads don’t have town water. 


Mr. McQuade told the Towns- 
man earlier this week that he 
does not support Article 58 
because he believes it sets a bad 
precedent. People would expect 
the town to pay for future pro- 
jects and people who already pay 
betterments would complain, he 
said. 


Steve Colyer, the town’s plan- 
ning director, said his depart- 
ment and the Planning Board do 
not support the Article 58. Select- 
men voted Monday night not to 
support it. 

Karen Marshall, of 15 Jenkins 
Road, one of the petitioners for 
the article, said the quality of her 


well water has deteriorated 
markedly during the past two 
years. 

The town hasn’t received any 
complaints about that area “for a 
while,” said Everett Penney, 
town health agent. 

“A few years ago we heard 
about an odor problem, but the 
builder corrected it with a filtra- 
tion system,” Mr. Penney said. 

Ms. Marshall said she and oth- 
er neighbors also are worried 
about their safety. A house fire 
last year located on a section of 
Jenkins Road that does not have 
town water proved more difficult 
to put out because there were no 
nearby hydrants, said Fire Chief 
Harold Hayes. 


Two years ago, the chief 
asked to have a similar article 
placed on the warrant. 


“It would be nice for those 
people out there,” said Chief 
Hayes. “It’s a very difficult situa- 
tion. We don’t have large-capaci- 
ty water-carrying equipment. We 
have to call Middleton and North 
Reading and have them bring in 
their large-capacity water trucks 
and have them start laying lines 
from their towns, It makes for 
delayed fire-fighting.” 


He said the article failed two 
years ago because people along 
the proposed water lines, who 
had a lot of frontage and were 
content with their wells, didn’t 
want to pay and/or couldn’t 
afford to pay betterment costs, 
and spoke against the proposal at 
Town Meeting.

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Selectmen recommend: 


$57.4M budget;

Selectmen Monday night voted to recom- 
mend approval of a $57.4 million budget for 
next year and tp spend $1 million each on 
conservation land and recreation improve- 
ments, but voted against a proposal to end 
the quorum requirement for town meeting. 

Selectmen make recommendations on all 
warrant articles for Town Meeting. Board 
members discussed and voted whether to 
recommend approval for several articles at 
this week’s meeting. Town Meeting will be 
Monday and Tuesday, April 12 and 13. 

The board voted to recommend approval 
of the town manager’s recommended budget 
for next year, despite conflicting figures 
from the Finance Committee. 

In January, Buzz Stapcezynski, town man- 
ager, recommended a budget of $57,380,966 
for next year. But at its March 17 meeting, 
the FinCom recommended a budget of 
$57,267,907, a difference of $113,059. 

The difference between the two figures is 
mostly due to figures being updated since 
Mr. Stapezynski made his recommendation 
in January, according to Joanne Marden, 
FinCom member. Mr. Stapezynski said 
Wednesday that he expects board members 
will discuss the FinCom’s recommendation 
again before Town Meeting and vote on a 
revised figure to recommend. That vote will 
probably happen at the board’s meeting just 
prior to Town Meeting on April 12. 

Ms. Marden said one figure that changed 
was the budgeted amount for health care, 
which dropped $63,000. She said the FinCom 
would most likely recommend re-appropria- 
tion of that money to capital improvements 
rather than cutting the budget by that. 

Mr. Stapezynski agreed. He said that the 
budget cap is really controlled by Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2, and that he thought the discussion 
of what to do with the available funds would 
focus on where they would be applied, in cap- 
ital improvements or the municipal mainte- 
nance budget, rather than cutting the sav- 
ings from budget. 

Quorum 

Board members voted 3-2, with Larry 
Larsen and Charles Wesson in the minority, 
to recommend disapproval of Article 39, a

keep quorum 


proposal by the League of Women voters to 
amend the town bylaws to get rid of the quo- 
rum requirement for town meeting. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said in the 
past and repeated Monday night that he 
wanted some type of quorum required to 
start town meeting. Selectmen James Baren- 
boim and William Downs, chairman, also 
said they believe there should be some mini- 
mum number of residents required to be pre- 
sent in order to conduct town business. 

The three voted to recommend disap- 
proval of the article after town counsel 
Thomas Urbelis said he did not think the 
article could be amended on the floor of town 
meeting. Amendments to articles are not 
allowed if they change the intent of the origi- 


nal article to a great degree. The League of 


Women Voters also indicated it would not be 
willing to amend the article. 

The board voted to recommend approval 
of Article 40, which asks for $1 million to be 
spent on upgrading recreational facilities, 
and Article 62, which asks for $1 million to 
buy conservation land. Selectmen also rec- 
ommended disapproval of Article 30, accep- 
tance of Paulornette: Circle Extension as a 
town road. 

Selectmen, the Department of Public 
Works and the Planning Board all recom- 
mended approval of Article 27, the accep- 
tance of Sugarbush Lane as a town street, 
but not before they recommended to a lawyer 
for the developer that any complaints the 
residents have regarding grading in the cul- 
de-sac be satisfied before the article comes to 
a Town Meeting vote. 

“Tt's an eyesore, is what it is,” Cynthia 
Garcia, of 17 Sugarbush Lane, said of the cul- 
de-sac in a discussion preceding the vote. 

They also recommended approval as town 
roads Fairway Drive, Southridge Circle, Sut- 
ton Way, Iron Gate Drive and Hawk Ridge 
Road. 

Fix those potholes 

Bob McQuade, director of Public Works, 
told selectmen Monday that the town has 
about $750,000 available this year for road 
repairs, including $572,000 in Chapter 90 
highway funds and funds from other unex- 
pended accounts. Mr. Stapczynski said he

will present the board with a 
breakdown of the available mon- 
ey at its next meeting. 

Mr. McQuade said roads cost 
about $75,000 per mile to repave, 
so the town could do about 10 
miles worth of roads this sum- 
mer. That doesn’t include road 
where water mains were put in 
last year or will be put in this 


year, and which will be repaved 
with water department funds. 
Snow, snow go away 

Mr. Stapczynski told board 
members that, due to a presiden- 
tial declaration, federal funds 
will be available in the state to 
reimburse some cleanup costs 
related to the blizzard of March 
13 and 14.

Unlikely as it may seem, salmon used to 
run in the Shawsheen River. Residents who 
take part in the cleanup of Andover during 
Earth Week ’93 will have a chance to help 
restore the salmon to the Shawsheen. 

Members of the Shawsheen Watershed 
Environmental Action Team (SWEAT) and 
the Divers’ Environmental Survey (DES) 
have agreed to participate in the Shawsheen 
River portion of the cleanup. They will work 
under the guidance of Ollie Jones, an 
Andover resident who has volunteered to 
direct the cleanup of the Shawsheen as part 
of the April 12-18 activities.

Bursting with energy 
at South School fair 


he cafeteria of South Ele- 

| mentary School last Thurs- 

day was bursting with 

energy of every type, including 

the creative variety, as the fifth 

grade held its second annual 
energy fair. 

For this non-competitive, 
informational fair, students 
spent several months preparing 
exhibits to demonstrate various 
forms of energy, focusing on 
alternative sources and practical 
applications. After researching 
the energy form they represent- 
ed, students designed their 
exhibits and prepared written 
materials and verbal presenta- 
tions describing the energy 
transfer process, discussing 
alternative sources and present- 
ing practical applications. Most 
exhibits also tackled conserva- 
tion by including the advantages 
and disadvantages of their pro- 
ject’s energy type and its effects 
on the environment. 

The projects covered a wide 
range of topics including tradi- 
tional energy forms such as elec- 
tricity, nuclear energy and 
hydro-energy; and alternative 
energies like wind, solar and 
geothermal. [See photos at left.] 
Exhibits ranged from a puppet 


show explaining hydroelectricity 
(focusing on the Lawrence plant) 
to an electromagnetic generator, 
to a mock-up of a home showing 
numerous electrical hazards. 
Exhibits also included several 
demonstrations of solar cooking 
and solar-powered vehicles, each 
unique in design and execution. 
Focusing on environmentally 
responsible alternatives, stu- 
dents tried to show practical 
applications for new energy 
sources. For example, one stu- 
dent handout explained how 
marketing solar cookers in Cen- 
tral and South American coun- 
tries would help people there 
stop using wood for cooking and 
thereby help preserve the rain- 
forests. 

The energy fair also presented 
exhibits by several local energy- 
related companies: Ogden-Mar- 
tin, Wheelabrator, Seabrook Sta- 
tion nuclear power plant, Mas- 
sachusetts Electric Co. and Har- 
risun Systems solar energy com- 
pany. 

Students, teachers, parents 
and visitors from organizations 
such as Lawrence’s Arlington 
School and Academy Manor 
nursing home learned about 
energy and how to preserve it.

State judge, active in 
many civic organizations 


Richard Kinton Gordon, 71, 
formerly of Andover, died 
Wednesday, March 24, after a 
long illness. He was a patient at 
Edith Nourse Rogers Memorial 
Veterans Hospital in Bedford. 

Mr. Gordon was born in 
Lawrence. He was the son of 
James MacKenzie Gordon and 
Ella Lemieux Gordon. 

He attended public schools in 
Lawrence and Andover and 
graduated from Suffolk College 
and Suffolk Law School. 

He was given a medical dis- 
charge from the Army Air Force 
in 1948 after suffering a severe 
head injury. He was appointed 
trial justice by Gov. Paul Dever 
in 1949 at the age of 27, which 
made him the youngest member 
in the modern history of the Mas- 
sachusetts judiciary. He was lat- 
er appointed special justice of 
the Third District Court in Essex 
by Gov. Christian Herter. 

Mr. Gordon participated in 
many civic organizations in 
Greater Lawrence and Boston, 
including the Disabled American 
Veterans, Lawrence General 
Hospital and the Lions and was a 
member of the board of advisors 
of the Salvation Army. 

Mr. Gordon and two others 
were convicted of grand larceny 
in connection with the construc- 
tion of the garage under the 
Boston Common. He resigned his 
judgeship and spent two years in 
the Massachusetts Correctional 
institutions at Walpole, Norfolk 
and Plymouth. Mr. Gordon 
steadfastly maintained his inno- 
cence and after his release, a U.S. 
Tax Court judge concluded in a 
related case that Mr. Gordon did 
not receive any funds stolen in 
connection with the under- 
ground garage scandal. Never- 
theless, he was never able to 
secure a new trial on the state 
criminal charges. 

A divided Supreme Judicial 
Court refused to crder Mr. Gor- 
don’s reinstatement as an attor- 
ney in 1982, despite a unanimous 
favorable recommendation by 
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the Board of Bar Overseers. Mr. 
Gordon’s attempt to secure an 
executive pardon, though sup- 
ported by Attorney General 
James Shannon, local bar associ- 
ations and area political figures, 
was denied in 1989 by Gov. 
Michael Dukakis. 

Following his release from 
prison, Mr. Gordon remained 
involved in charitable activities 
in the community. He became an 
outspoken supporter of prison 
reform and worked on behalf of 
released inmates. 

Members of his family include 
his wife, Helen Gordon of 
Andover; brother, Edward Gor- 
don, and sister, Marian LaGrass, 
both of Andover; daughters, 
Claudia Gordon of New Haven, 
Conn., and Susan Gordon of Lon- 
don, England; and son, Richard 
Gordon Jr. of Cambridge.

Passover Monday evening, April 
5. Passover is a home-centered 
observance with seders, special 
festival meals, held on the first 
two evenings of the holiday. 
Families and friends gather 
around the table to retell the 
ancient epic of God’s redemption 
of the Israelites from the embit- 
tered slavery of Pharaoh’s Egypt, 
to the ultimate freedom and hope 
of the Promised Land. 

Because of the Israelites’ 
hasty departure from Egypt, 
there was no time for that day’s 
bread to rise.

over town was a desire for more 
open space. In fact, the final vision 
statement claims, “Each citizen 
should experience the treasures of 
nature...” and “As resources and 
energy allow, each of these gifts 
from the past will be enriched in 
the present for those yet to be.” 

Voters will have the chance to 
enrich the town’s treasures of 
nature when they vote on Article 
62 on the April 12 Town Meeting 
warrant which, if approved, would 
allow the town to borrow up to $1 
million to purchase open space and 
conservation land during the next 
five years. 

The $1 million would not neces- 
sarily be spent this year, or at all, 
but approval of the article would 
give officials the ability to borrow 
the money and purchase a proper- 
ty if and when a desirable piece of 
land came available. 

“Desirable property” might be 
interpreted as protection of the 
land itself or the water table under 
or near it. 

The purchase of a specific piece 
of property would still be subject to 
approval by the Conservation Com- 
mission and the Board of Select- 
men. 

No money is available for con- 
servation land purchases now. A 
similar article was defeated by six 
votes at Town Meeting two years 
ago. 


The last time the town approved 
money for the conservation fund 
was for $1 million nine or 10 years 
ago, and the last $225,000 of that 
was spent six or seven years ago, 
according to Bob Pustell, ConsCom 
chairman. That money was used to 
buy the gasoline rights at Barron’s 
Country Store at the corner of 
Haggetts Pond Road and Lowell 
Street. 

There had been several minor 
gasoline spills at Barron’s, which 
is across the street from Haggetts 
Pond, the town’s primary source of 
drinking water, and the owner was 
planning to rebuild and expand the 
station. The town purchased the 
right to sell gasoline at that site for- 
ever, as well as easements for all 
the wetlands on Barron’s property, 
in order to protect the pond. Mr. 
Pustell said nobody had any idea 
that is how the money would be 
used when it was approved, but 
that it was lucky it was available. 

“Tf we hadn’t had the bond issue 
money, that gasoline station would 
still be pumping gas,” he said. 

There are people looking to sell 
land that the town is interested in 
right now, but the town has no 
money to negotiate with. And 
when the town has tried to go to 
town meeting to purchase pieces of 
‘property: in ‘the*pastsdevelopers', 


have gotten to the owners first and 
bought the land, Mr. Pustell said. 
Passive recreation 

The land usually purchased by 
the town for conservation is 
“marginal, low-cost land,” accord- 
ing to Mr. Pustell, not prime devel- 
opment land. It’s land that has the 
greatest impact on the water table 
and flooding, he said. But it’s also 
land that can be used for “passive 
recreation,” such as hiking. 

The town has paid as little as 
$7,000 and as much as $55,000 for a 
piece of property at anywhere from 
$5,000 to $20,000 an acre, Mr. 
Pustell said. 

“So it’s really bargain prices,” 
Mr. Pustell said. “The people 
would like to see the land remain 
open and so would the neighbors. 
It’s a win/win situation all the way 
around.” 


Little impact on tax rate 

Mr. Pustell said that since only 
the cost of a particular property 
would be bonded after the pur- 
chase had been made, approval of 
the article would have very little 
impact on the tax rate in any given 
year. 

Other residents expressed their 
opinions about the economic 
impact of the proposal during a 
public hearing on the town manag- 
er’s Capital Improvements Plan 
last December. 

“This is the time when land 
becomes available at reasonable 
prices,” Liz Tentarelli, chairwom- 
an of the Andover Trails Commit- 
tee, told the board, referring to the 
current slump in the real estate 
market. 

She and Al French, owner of 
Moor and Mountain outfitters in 
Dundee Park, helped persuade the 
town manager and selectmen to 
request the $1 million this year 
instead of in fiscal 95 as was origi- 
nally recommended. Mr. French 
also told the board that acquisition 
of open space makes good financial 
sense because most houses built in 
Andover today will not pay for 
themselves when it comes to taxes 
versus the cost of services. 

George Brattin, of 39 Bartlet St., 
agreed, and told board members 
that the purchase of open space 
should be a priority for the town. 
The streets are in bad shape, the 
schools need money and poor 
drainage on the streets around his 
house cause flooding in his cellar, 
Mr. Brattin said at the time. 

“Despite this, I would still go 
with the open-land issue,” Mr. 
Brattin said. 

He said that while the cost of 
services to homes built in Andover 
continues to increase as years go 
by, the cost of open space is a one- 
time expense for something that

pay for. The Finance Committee has not 
yet seen the list of recommended projects 
for this article but will discuss the article 
at its meeting this Saturday at 9 a.m. at the 
water treatment plant on Lowell Street. 
The major changes in the town manag- 


er’s list of projects were the addition of 


$300,000 for new or reconstructed ball 
fields as a priority, while dropping 
drainage improvements at Bancroft and 
Sanborn schools and reducing the cost of a 
fence replacement at Wood Park from 
$265,000 to $100,000. 

Selectmen told Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski two weeks ago that ball field 
improvements and playground repairs 
were more along the lines of what they had 
in mind for the article rather than the 
paving of parking lots and spending 
$265,000 for a fence. The town manager dis- 
cussed the selectmen’s individual priori- 
ties with them and revised the list prior to 
Monday’s meeting. 

The revised list still includes $198,000 
for repaving parking lots at Bancroft, West 
Elementary and West Middle schools, West 
and Ballardvale fire stations, Ballardvale 
Playground and the parking lots at Red 
Spring Road, Recreation Park and Pomps 
Pond. 

But the cost of the Wood Park fence was 
drastically reduced. Mr. Stapczynski said 
the original proposal was to remove and 
replace the original fence at the park, 
which is located on the southwest corner 
of Shawsheen Square. The revised figure is 
earmarked to replace only parts of the 
fence that are in need of immediate repair, 
or remove it completely and replace it with 
a lesser fence. 

“We wouldn’t do as much of a fence,” 
Mr. Stapczynski said. 

He said he is hoping to solicit ideas from 
Shawsheen residents as to what they

would like to see done at that park. 

Mr. Stapezynski also recommended set- 
ting aside $100,000 for projects that could 
be partially funded through a new program 
that encourages participation by neighbor- 
hood groups, It would provide matching 
funds to groups that raise part of the mon- 
ey and do some of the work themselves. 

The program encourages neighborhood 
groups that have a project in mind, such as 
constructing a playground or upgrading a 
ball field, to get involved and help the town 
do the work so more projects can get done 
with this money. 

The Ballardvale Playground Improve- 
ment Committee already is planning the 
improvements it hopes to make to the play- 
ground in Ballardvale, including upgrad- 
ing the basketball court.and an ice skating 
area, but is depending on money from this 
article. 

Financial impact 

The $1 million would not be spent all at 
once, rather the money for each project 
would be borrowed as the project came up 
as a priority and was undertaken. 

Mr. Stapezynski told selectmen he 
expected the cost of the improvements to 
be about $150,000 to $160,000 per year, 
including principal and interest, which 
represents approximately 5 cents per $1,000 
of property value on individual tax bills. 
That would drop each year, according to 
Tony Torrisi, finance and budget director.

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er daughter at Sanborn Elementary 
School. She believes her children are 
being shortchanged in terms of learn- 
ing library skills. 

She worries that the skills her 
youngest daughter lacks now won’t be 
taught when she enters middle school. 

“You can’t really rely on a 18-year- 
old to voluntarily go to the library on 
their own and learn the skills they’re 
missing. 

“The middle-school level is really 
the appropriate place to teach these 
kids the research and library skills 
they need,” Ms. Muller said. 
Librarians: students learning 
essentials 

Mary Cassidy, the elementary 
schools’ only media specialist, said the 
cuts in her department two years ago 
mean students no longer receive one- 
on-one attention. 

“The students are not getting what 
they were before, or all the skills that 
they should, but we are doing the best 
we can and they are being taught the 
essential skills,” she said. 

Until the 1991-92 school year, each 
elementary school had its own media 
specialist. The media specialist is an 
elementary school teacher who has a 
master’s degree in library and media 
education. Specialists are trained to 
teach library and reference skills, to 
work with teachers to select appropri- 
ate materials for classroom curricula 
and to purchase new materials for 
their libraries. 

A media assistant is not certified 
and is not allowed, under contract, to 
teach the skills a specialist can or work 
with teachers to develop curriculum 


materials. Assistants are hired to staff 


the libraries five days a week and to 
perform a lot of the clerical work, such 
as keeping track of the borrowed books 
and returning books to shelves, said 
Ms. Cassidy. 

Since last year each elementary 
school has had a full-time media assis- 
tant and Ms. Cassidy, the only media 
specialist, rotates throughout the four 
elementary schools. She spends two 
days at West Elementary, the largest 
elementary school, and one day at the 
other three. When possible, she goes to 
Shawsheen School to work with the 
kindergarten through second-grade 
students and teachers. 

Annetta Freedman, who was the 
school system’s media and library pro- 
gram director until her position was 
eliminated two years ago, said the ele- 
mentary program took a hard hit. 

“We lost a great deal — really, the 
ability to teach the elementary library 
program,” she said. 

“You do as much as you can, but not 
as much as you were able to do before,” 
she said. 

For the past two and a half years, 
Ms, Freedman has been the media spe- 
cialist at Doherty Middle School. 

Ms. Cassidy said that when cuts in 
the elementary media program were 
announced, she worked with school 
administrators to develop a curricu-

Her most active and visible role 
to date began two years ago when 
she and other parents lobbied the 
school department to repair the run- 
down and unsafe parts of West Mid- 
dle School. 

Two years ago, “The School Com- 
mittee was looking for a parent from 
West Middle to sit on the redistrict- 
ing committee. The first meeting I 
went to I was already one meeting

lum that would teach students essen- 
tial library and research skills. Those 
include how to locate younger chil- 
dren’s fictions, how to use the card cat- 
alog and how to use encyclopedias and 
almanacs. 

“Last year, when the cuts became 
effective, I don’t think the public was 
ever aware of what was lost. They 
didn’t know what the (specialists) 
taught in terms of library skills and lit- 
erature appreciation,” she said. 

Before the cuts were made, each spe- 
cialist was able to meet with classes 
five days a week to read and discuss 
different types of literature, as well as 
teach library and research skills, said 
Ms. Cassidy. 

“Depending on the age of the stu- 
dents, we would read folk tales or study 
different genres such as mysteries and 
biographies,” she said. 

For the past 18 months, Ms. Cassidy 
has worked with one grade level a 
month, teaching age-appropriate media 
skills at each elementary school. For 
instance, one month she works with 
third-graders on how to use the card 
catalog system, another month she’ll 
work with fifth-graders on using an 
atlas and an almanac. 

“We will always be a little behind. It 
is impossible for one person, one day a

behind. When I got 
there I asked if the 
group had taken a tour 
of the two (middle 
school) buildings. When | 
they said no I was more : 
than surprised. 

“Another member 
and I went to both 
schools. We went to 
Doherty first and then 
to West. I couldn’t 
believe the conditions 
there,” she said. 

Ms. Muller and her 
friend Jan Johnston, of 
North Main Street, also 
a WMS parent, took a camera and 
began documenting the conditions 
as WMu. They photographed broken 
lockers, dim hallways and class- 
rooms, broken lavatories and much 
more.

Ms. Johnston said that after they 
took their documenting tour of the 
building, her friend’s focus shifted 
to advocating for changes at WMS to = 
make the facility comparable to 
Doherty. : 

Ms. Muller’s next move was to ; 
speak to the building’s principal,

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week, to’feach all those things that 
were taught before,” said Ms. Freed- 
man. 

Ms. Cassidy agrees. “My schedule is 
very tight. I walk into a school and I 
teach all day long.” 

Middle schools 

Three years ago, both middle 
schools had a media specialist plus an 
assistant. For the past two years, the 
middle schools have had to make do 
with one specialist each and no assis- 
tant. 

The difference, said Ms. Freedman, 
is that she has to spend more time 
doing routine clerical work, which 
takes away from the time she’d other- 
wise spend with teachers and students. 

Jan Johnston, of 269 North Main St., 
said she’d like to see the middle 
schools schedule classes for students to 
learn more advanced library skills. She 
said middle-school students need more 
information-gathering skills to tackle 
tougher secondary-school projects. Ms. 
Johnston has a son at West Middle 
School and a daughter at West Elemen- 
tary. 

Because time is not scheduled for 
middle-school students to go to the 
library for skills classes, they have to 
learn media skills when they are there 
at other times. Teachers and their stu- 


dents use the library every day during 
class periods, said Ms. Freedman. 

For example, if a teacher is working 
on the Civil War, Ms. Freedman will 
work with that teacher te choose 
appropriate books, films and videos. 
When the students are at the library, 
Ms. Freedman tries to work with as 
many as possible to reinforce skills 
they already were taught, or to teach 
new skills such as how to use CD Rom, 
a computerized encyclopedia and refer- 
ence tool. 

“One person, without additional 
help at the middle schools, can only 
schedule so many teachers at a time,” 
Ms. Freedman said. 

For example, last Friday, four teach- 
ers and their classes at the Doherty 
Middle School were using the library 
during eighth period. Student volun- 
teers help at both middle schools. They 
can perform a lot of the clerical work 
that the staff can’t get to, said Ms. 
Freedman. 

Floyd McManus, the school’s princi- 
pal, said his staff and students are for- 
tunate to have a dedicated professional 
in Ms. Freedman. 

“She doesn’t have to be here until 

25, but each morning she’s here 
before 7 to let some students study and 
use the library. She’s also there after 
school to let the kids have more time,” 
he said. 

When asked if he believes middle- 
school libraries are under utilized 
because classes are not scheduled 
specifically for library skill courses, 
Mr. McManus said no. 

“The problem is when things get cut 
this much everyone suffers. When one 
side thinks the other is getting more, 
you have everyone fighting for a bone,” 
he said. 

Andover High School 

Four years ago, the high school had 
two media specialists, two assistants, 
and a third assistant to work in the 
audio-visual department. Ken Kwajew 
ski, media and technology director for 
the school system, said the reductions 
there have meant that each person 
does more. Student and parent volun- 
teers help with a lot of the clerical 
work, he said. 

Teachers on assignment 

Next year, Mr. Kwajewski will have 
some help overseeing the media and 
technology programs in the schools. 
The administration has designated two 
teachers-on-assignment for his depart- 
ment. One will work at the elementary 
level and the other at the middle 
schools. 

In addition to their own school 
work, teachers-on-assignment will 
receive a stipend to work with Mr. 
Kwajewski to help with curriculum 
development, to work on program revi- 
sions, to evaluate current programs 
and to oversee pilot programs. 

The administration also added help 
for Mr. Kwajewski at the high school. 
A department head position will be 
added at the high school. That person 
will help oversee the technology, 
media, business, home economics and 
industrial arts programs.

She 
graduated from Andover High School 
in 1971, one year after her husband. 
After graduating from Fitchburg 
State College with a nursing degree, 
she went to work at Massachusetts 
General Hospital. She worked there 
until 1984 when her youngest daugh- 
ter was born. 

“When Dick got elected (to the 
School Committee), people were real- 
ly electing Ann, too. I don’t know 
where they get their energy, but they 
are a super team,” said Ms. Johnston.

More than 500 schools were nomi- 
nated and 177 received the Redbook 
award. The schools competed in six 
areas: classroom innovations, 
parent/community involvement, 
extracurricular activities, special- 
needs programs, significant improve- 
ment and overall excellence. 

Sanborn Elementary was one of 72 
schools chosen for overall excellence, 
because it offers students “a success- 
orientated mix of a creative curricu- 
lum, varied extra-curricular activities, 
nurturing teachers, and supportive 
parent and community members.” 

Former Sanborn Principal Kileen 
Woods nominated the school for both 
the Redbook and Blue Ribbon awards 
before she was named assistant super- 
intendent last summer, 

“Both were looking at the leader- 
ship in the school, the teacher and stu- 
dent environment, curriculum and 
parent involvement,” she said. 

Sanborn programs such as the 
morning and afternoon enrichment 
classes taught by teachers and parent 
volunteers helped bring notice to the 
school, she said. 


In addition, Ms. Woods said she is 
very proud of Sanborn’s initiatives to 
make the school a place where teach- 
ers feel comfortable suggesting new 
approaches to educating children. 

Jade Reitman has been the school’s 
principal for the past year. She said 
she and the Sanborn teachers, students 
and parents do not plan to rest on their 
laurels. 

“We plan to continue and expand on 
all the programs that brought us reeog- 
nition,” she said. 

One of those, said Ms. Reitman, is a 
pilot program to develop alternative 
ways of assessing students’ work. In 
the pilot program, children are more 
involved with their teachers to choose 
work that best represents what they 
have accomplished over a period of 
time. The portfolios may include writ- 
ing samples, art work, audio or video 
tapes of their work and so on. 

“Another important thing we are 
doing is building on our theme of 
teaching students respect for One 
another, responsibility for themselves 
and the school community, and 
resourcefulness. We are trying to 
make those three things a part of what 
we do every day,” said Ms. Reitman.

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Signs send 
messages 


Take a stroll down the business sec- 
tion of Main Street. We did this week 
and we have some comments to make 
about business signs there. 

You may not be able to judge a book 
by its cover, but it certainly helps to 
have a cover that looks inviting. And 
signs along Main Street are part of what 
a person sees as inviting or not inviting 
when entering our community. 

Some signs look just right. The new 
sign at Kaps at the northern end of Main 
Street looks handsome — perhaps a bit 
understated and certainly handsome. 

Silverado’s banner flying from the 
newly-renovated Barnard Building 
looks good, too. Perhaps it will invite 
other businesses to locate in that block. 

And speaking of that block, we can’t 
see why any business, new or old, 
should be allowed to operate here with- 
out a proper sign. The now-defunct 
Kaleidoscope women’s dress shop, 
which moved out last month from its 
location at 16 Main St., never installed a 
proper sign. Someone there just stuck 
up a paper sign inside the window. It 
looked shabby and temporary. 

That’s the case at Paradox, the wom- 
en’s clothes and gift store that opened 
the day after Thanksgiving last year at 
54 Main St. It still doesn’t have a proper 
sign. It sports a paper small-lettered sign 
inside its window. 

If a store can’t erect a proper sign, it 
shouldn’t be allowed to locate here. The 
town, of course, welcomes new business, 
and we hope Paradox makes it in 
Andover. But the town has a right and a 
duty to all business people to present an 
attractive, inviting downtown, and 
decent signs are part of that presenta- 
tion. 

“And speaking of proper messages, the 
new Dunkin Donuts satellite store has 
erected its sign outside its 96 Main St. 
location. Although the pink and orange 
sign has come to mean powdered sugar 
and sweet doughnuts across America, 
we can’t help but point out that 
Freeport, Maine, held out when McDon- 
alds wanted to open there. That commu- 
nity forced McDonalds to forego its gold- 
en arches and ugly sign. 

Andover can insist on quality, too. 
The town’s zoning bylaw regarding 
signs says, in part, that they serve this 
objective: “Avoid conflict between signs 
and the visual qualities of their envi- 
rons.”

Andover is concerned about teen-agers

If you are a child or young adult in 
Andover, I have a message for you. 
There is a group of adults in Andover 
who care ‘ 
very

about you

you. 

This column is about kids in 
Andover, and it focuses on two 
things: the new R&R Coffee House 
and possible town summer jobs. 

Last week, a group that is coming 
to call itself “Our Town” met for the 
second time, over breakfast at the 
Lanam Club. Organized by Select- 
man Larry Larsen, it consists of com-

munity leaders: police, members of 
town boards, town counsel, the town 
manager, school officials including 
the superintendent of schools, those 
representing environmental issues, 
business leaders and the press. The 
discussion last Friday centered on 
R&R and summer jobs. 

Iam an adult and I am a parent, so 
I am slightly reluctant to admit how 
strongly I feel about challenging kids 
and keeping them safe. Why am I 
reluctant? Because I know when 
adults step in and start trying to con- 
trol kids, it usually is the kiss of 
death. 

But, the group of two dozen “Our 
Town” leaders with whom I had 
breakfast last week are working on 
offering 10 to 16 Andover kids, ages 
17 and older, summer jobs. 

Some of the jobs will involve oper- 
ating machinery, and a person has to 
be 18 to operate machinery. The jobs 
will go to highly motivated and 
responsible students who will be 
paid competitive pay for town jobs 
such as painting buildings, weeding 
town property and other chores. 
They will paint schools, fences, lamp 


posts and park benches; they'll pick 
up litter and clip shrubbery. There’s 
a possibility of one crew with a 
supervisor working entirely at 
Pomp’s Pond, cleaning, fixing up and 
painting, and another smaller team 
going from one parks program to 
another during the summer making 
play equipment safer and painting it. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said chipped fire hydrants are a per- 
sonal pet peeve of his, and that some- 
one could go about town, painting 
them. 

In the fall, if there is money left in 
the jobs program, Mr. Stapczynski 
said some student employees might 
be able to help senior citizens get 
their composting materials to the 
town composting site up on Bald 
Hill. 

Then in May, again if there is 
money available, there is work to be 
done cleaning up Spring Grove 
Cemetery for Memorial Day, and get- 
ting Andover High School’s grounds 
ready for graduation, said Mr. 
Stapcezynski.

Some of the “Our Town” adults 
want to be able to employ some of the 
14- and 15-year-olds who sometimes 
have trouble finding jobs, so the group 
is looking into some internships that 
would pay just stipends, but could help 
train younger kids to take the town’s 
summer jobs when they are older. 

The standards for the jobs will be 
high, the group agreed, because these 
community leaders are backing the 
program and want it to work. 

At this time, there is no formal pro- 
cess in place to apply to the summer 
job program, but Candace Hall, the 
town’s personnel director, will take 
names of those who are interested in 
applying. 

At the Townsman, we always have 
at least two student interns during the 
summer. Usually they are a great help 
to the newspaper, and they also learn a 
great deal here, and we believe it gives 
some students a chance to see up close 
one type of business. In addition, a 
summer at the Townsman looks good 
on a person’s resume. It also, we hope 
and believe, adds to their self-esteem. 
So if you are a business in Andover, 
consider hiring a student this summer. 
It could help you, and it certainly

Coffee House 

Looking at the R&R Coffee House on 
School Street, which has become a pop- 
ular hang-out for teen-agers, Mark 
Morris, president of the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce, summed up 
what the “Our Town” group was say- 
ing last Friday: “We are looking at it as 
an opportunity, not a problem.” 

Last week’s Townsman carried a 
story on page 1: “Coffee house turns on 
kids, not parents,” in which we discov- 
ered some parents and business people 
are upset that so many kids are hang- 
ing out at R&R, and that some, they 
say, are doing drugs. 

The “Our Town” leaders generally 
expressed the idea that finally there is 
a spot in town that appeals to kids, and 
we would like to help owner Walter 
Pitts keep it open so that Andover 
teens and young adults have a place to 
congregate where it’s fun and safe. 


_Lt. Phil. Froburg,, one of the “Our, 


Town” members, said it’s up to Mr. 
Pitts to make sure the message gets 
across to kids that if you are drunk or 
if you’re on 
drugs, you 
aren’t wel- 
come at 
R&R.

He Walter Pitts 
graduated

$3 a head for live bands. Last Friday 


some kids said it was messy outside of 


R&R, so they went out and swept up 
the front of the shop. He plans to have 
speakers on AIDS and other subjects 
that kids need to hear about. 

So if you are one of the parents who 
don’t like him - like the woman who 


stood outside his. coffee. shop recently 


and shouted that she’d get him shut 
down — better listen up: This guy has 
the kids’ attention, and I believe with 
community help he will help the kids. 
We should treat him as a resource. 

Right now Mr. Pitts has a couple of 
requests: Don’t drop off your child at 
R&R without first checking to see if he 
or she can get in. If there already are 
100 inside, he won’t let your child in 
(fire laws). Some parents are dropping 
off kids and taking off and the kids are 
left outside. His second request is for 
games and cards. The kids are playing 
with cards so much that they’re rapid- 
ly wearing them out. And he needs 
games that two to four people can play, 
like checkers. (He says games that two 
to four can play are a good idea 
because it’s easier to control a crowd 
that breaks into small groups. Also, he 
won't allow darts at R&R because they, 
too, could get out of control.) 


So if you’d like to donate cards or 
games, please do. In addition, if you 
know someone famous who the kids 
would admire, like a sports figure who 
will talk about drug abuse or AIDS, 
and who would be willing to donate 
time to speak at R&R, Mr. Pitts would 
be grateful.

Re-design of Shawsheen Square

Approximately 25 
residents attended a 
special selectmen’s 
meeting to hear 
about redesign plans 
for Shawsheen 
Square last Wednes- 
day night and came 
away a little more 
educated and ready 
to help formulate a 
new plan. 

“From our point 
of view, we learned a 
lot from the meet- 
ing,” said Mary 
O'Donoghue, of 3 
Kenilworth St. 

Ms. O’Donoghue 
coordinated the suc- 
cessful effort last 
month by her neigh- 
bors to stop the 
installation of traffic 
lights at the intersec- 
tion of Kenilworth 
Street and Route 28. 
A redesign plan for 
the Shawsheen 
Square intersection 
was also shot down 
last month after 
selectmen found 
fault with it. 


The Board of 


Selectmen held the 
special meeting 
Wednesday night 
and arranged for 
town and state engi- 
neers to attend to 
provide neighbors’ 
with the information 
they wanted. Exist- 
ing plans and traffic 
studies for the 
square and Kenil- 
worth Street were 
available for view- 
ing. Stephen Colyer, 
planning director, 
said he thought the 
meeting went well 
and that selectmen 
achieved their goal. 

One thing neigh- 
bors learned last 
week was that both 
projects were being 
pushed by the town, 
not the state, as town 
officials had led 
them to believe, 
according to Ms, 
O'Donoghue. 

“We feel as resi- 
dents that our town 
manager and our 
planners have let us 
down badly,” Ms. 
O'Donoghue said. 

Peter Kutrubes, 
chief engineer for 
the state’s traffic sig- 
nal division, told 
those at the meeting 
that it was definitely 
the town that initiat- 


ed the Shawsheen 
Square project, Ms. 
O'Donoghue said. 

Mr. Stapezynski 
said the town could 
have been clearer on 
some points. 

“T think we could 
have done a better 
job in defining the 
two projects — the 
two phases of one 
project,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 
But he said the con- 
fusion was caused by 
the sources of the 
funding.

“The difference may appear small,

While bowl-a-thons are a product of 
the 20th century, the sport of bowling 
has a long and rich heritage of legend 
and lore.

For those looking to get out this 
weekend, the Winner’s Circle Running 
Club in Salisbury is hosting the 12th 
annual April Fool’s Four-Mile Road 
Race on Sunday, April 4. The run starts 
at 11 a.m. and the fairly flat course 
would be a good way to start the year 
off. 

The “Terrible Ten” 10-mile road 
race in Framingham is also scheduled 


for this Sunday, starting at noon. The 
Alamo 5-Miler in Boston, the former 
Milk Run, is the following weekend on 
Saturday, April 10, at 10 a.m. 

Several Andover runners are taking 
part in the Boston Marathon on Mon- 
day, Patriots’ Day, April 19, beginning 
at noon. The 97th annual 26.2-mile 
jaunt from Hopkinton to Boston has 
become a New England tradition for 
both runners and the hundreds of thou- 
sands of spectators who come out to 
watch and cheer the runners on.

The Race Against Extinction 10k on 
Saturday, May 8, is a new race sched- 
uled for the Parker River National 
Wildlife Refuge on Plum Island. The 
race is a public relations effort on the 
part of Friends of the Parker River

National Wildlife Refuge to make peo- 
ple more familiar with the refuge and 
its famous resident, the piping plover. 
The course will follow both paved and 
dirt roads through the refuge. 

The Run for the Roses 5k at 6 p.m. on 
Wednesday, May 19, in Salisbury is for 
women only and benefits the Women’s 
Resource Center in Newburyport and 
A Safe Place women’s center in 
Portsmouth, N.H. 

Other big races to look forward to 
this summer include the North 
Andover 10k, formerly the Turkey 
Trot, on the Fourth of July, and the 
Yankee Homecoming 10-miler in New- 
buryport on Aug. 3. The Homecoming 
is one of the New England Athletic 
Congress’ Grand Prix series race again 
this year and will probably draw even 
more than the 3,000-plus entrants it had 
last year. 

The Homecoming may be topped, 
however, by the Feaster Five 5-miler in 
Andover on Thanksgiving morning. 
The Feaster has been growing every 
year and its numbers this fall should 
surpass even the Homecoming’s, 
according to members of the Merri- 
mack Valley Striders, organizers of the 


race, 
The Merrimack Valley Striders are 
a local running club that promotes run- 
ning for the fun of it and racing, with 
activities like coached track workouts 
available to members. Striders mem- 
bership information is available from 
Tom Licciardello, club president, at 
685-7117, or at the Athlete’s Corner.
